They have many dances which would 
seem very strange to an American, 
but the weirdest dance of all is per­ 
formed upon stilts and is called ocuya 
or giant dance. 
The 
ocuya is an object 
made of 
wickerwork with an enormous head 
of wood. 
There is no word hideous 
enough to describe the ugliness of 
this 
ocuya.

has 
outstretched 
wooden arms and monkey skins form 
the hair and beard while a long skirt 
of grass cloth hides the stilt-walker 
who places this grotesque 
monster 
over himself. 
The arms are kept out­ 
stretched, and thus 
costumed 
the 
dance proceeds, sometimes hundreds 
of the Aponos taking part in it at 
once. American children, even those 
advanced enough to have forgotten all 
about the hobgoblins of their youth* 
would be terrorstruck at meeting a 
single one of these ocuyas. 
The Chil­ 
dren of the Aponos don’t mind them 
a bit. They laugh and clap 
their 
bands at the antics of the giant dan­ 
cers with as much merriment as you 
laugh at the wit of some Punch and 
Judy show.

If you look on the map of Africa 


Just below the equator you will see 
the country where the merry black 
Aponoa live. They are 
an 
honest, 


light-headed set of savages who for 
several months of the year do noth- 
ing but dance, sing and drink palm 
wine. When the season Is over they 
settle down to thetr ordinary pursuits. 
They have many dances which would 
seem very strange to an American, 
but the weirdest dance of all is per- 
formed upon stilts and la called ocuya 
or giant dance. 


The ocuya is an object made ot 


wickerwork wtth an enormous head 
of wood. There is no word hideous 
enough to describe the ugliness of 
this 
ocuya. It 
has 
outstretched 


wooden arms and monkey skins form 
the hair and beard while a long skirt 
of crass cloth hides the stilt-walker 
who places this grotesque monster 
over himself. The arms are kept out- 
stretched, and thus 
costumed 
the 


dance proceeds, sometimes hundreds 
of the Aponos taking part in it at 
once.

ing but dance, sing and drink palm 
wine. When the season is over they 
settle down to thetr ordinary pursuits. 
Tbey have many dances which would 
seem very strange to an American, 
but the weirdest dance of all is per- 
formed upon stilts and i» called ocuya 
or giant dance. 
i 


The ocuya is an object made of 


wickerwork wfth an enormous head 
of wood. There is no word hideous 
enough to describe the ugliness of 
this 
ocuya. It 
has 
outstretched 


wooden arms and monkey skins form 
the hair and beard while a long skirt 
of grass cloth hides the stilt-walker 
who places this grotesque monster 
over himself. The arms are kept out- 
stretched, and thus 
costumed 
the 


dance proceeds, sometimes hundreds 
of the Aponos taking part in it at 
once. American children, even those 
advanced enough to have forgotten all 
about the hobgoblins of their youth* 
would be terrorstruck at meeting a 
single one of these ocuyas. The Chil- 
dren of the Aponos don't mind them 
a bit. They laugh and clap their 
hands at the antics of the giant dan- 
cers with as much merriment as you 
laugh at the wit of some Punch and 
Judy show.

Of course there are innocent secrets 


and harmless mysteries that belong to 
the Joyous and peaceful conditions o: 
life, such as the happy secrets that 
make our homes so delightful at holi- 
day times, or the forecasts of coming 
events important in the annals of a 
family. These may be and commonly 
are preserved intact for a time, or if 
they are told the telling does no harm 
But on occasion there are secrets af- 
fecting the honor and well-being of in- 
dividuals or a household, and these 
should not so much as be whispered in 
the | privacy of a closet to one's most 
intimate friend, if there is the slight- 
est danger to be incurred by spreading 


1 them abroad. 


For example, a man in the prime of 


life suddenly shows symptoms of men- 
tal breakdown. They are not so pro- 
nounced that his business associates or 
the neighbors perceive anything out of 
the ordinary, although his wife and 
children are aware of a change and the 
family 
physician looks grave and 


sends the patient to a specialist. The 
tuing may or may not prove serious. 
Rest, medical treatment, a Journey, 
the dropping of certain cares and bur- 
dens, may result favorably. It is to 
the last degree unfortunate if some 
member of the family in strict confi- 
dents, tell, an outsider about the- solic- 
itude felt, adding the comment that 
there is a shadow over the house and 
everybody has the 
sensation of a 


sword suspended in the air by a 
thread. 


The friend ia deeply sympathetic, 


and very much Impressed. She watches 
the man thereafter with a new and pe- 
culiar vigilance, detects signs of oddity 
in his conduct that once never would 
have occurred to her, attaches a mean- 
ing much too great to unimportant 
trifles, and finally thinks it no harm 
to whisper the matter under the rose 
to her sister, her cousin, or some one 
else to whom tbe parties concerned 
' are known. Sometimes this ia done in 
a veiled and vague manner with hints 
and inuendoes, and sometimes the 
story is related under pledge of silence 
to a third person who Is supposed not 
to be acquainted .with the people men- 
tioned, and who on that account, may 
be trusted. 
However it is done, the 


secret is out 
It la as if that which 


has been told In the closet is proclaim- 
ed from the housetop. It may ruin the 
man in business or precipitate a dis- 
aster that might have been averted. 
Secrets that have to do with people's 
sanity even though they merely graze 
the edge of conjecture, are not per- 
missible nor should they be risked to 
the discretion of weak human nature.

Physicians and lawyers are the cus- 


todians of many family secrets, and 
these are safe because the honor of 
both professions is pledged and guard- 
ed by vows and traditions that keep 
secrete inviolate. Other good men and 
women supposed to be wise in counsel 
are approached by the worried and 
wearied among tbeir friends, and are 
asked for advice and sympathy. Often 
they give It, sometimes they find It 
difficult to restrain themselves from 
gratifying the curiosity of Inquisitive 
folk who are sure they could speak if 
only they would. Few indeed are the 
unofficial counsellors in this world 
who have the strength and goodness 
to lock a secret forever behind closed 
lips. 


In certain families there are secrets 


supposed to be buried under the ac- 
cumulations of long years. Twenty or 
30 years ago something happened that 
made a stir at the time, but the rnem- 
oty of It haa been swept away in the 
rapid course ot the seasons, and it Is 
supposed that no one has the faintest 
knowledge ot It now. Something hap- 
pens that revives the old name or the 
old story. 


Somebody tells it quietly to a friend, 


somebody else tells it to another. Pres- 
ently it forms the gist of an Interest- 
ing half colilmn of gossip in a local 
paper, the old scandal is revived and 
hearts are made to acne, and trouble 
that never need have taken place 
springs up In a crop of evil words and 
thoughts. 


A man or a woman may be eccentric 


and Queer or may fall under the do- 
minion of a tyrannical habit. It may 
be alcohol or morphia or cocaine. Why 
speak of It? Why tell about the dis- 
tressing circumstances that accompany 
lapses of disease? If it be a woman 
who is the unfortunate subject, It is 
a thousand1'•time* worse for her than 
for a man to have the comments ot 
unkindly tongues fastened on her con- 
duct or character. There should never 


be secrets about people of good char- 
acter and reputation. But If there are 
let those who possess them lock them 
in their own breasts.

they roll along. Should a story begin 
at one end of the street and be told 
from houses to house along the length 
of the village, by the time it reached 
the outlying suburb it would be es- 
sentially different from the Original 
version. 


In a fit of anger or caprice a man 


may make a foolish threat. 
By the 


time that 20 people have repeated it, it 
has assumed proportions of astonish- 
ing magnitude. Secrete are equally 
prone to grow with every repetition. 


Society is bound together by a thou- 


sand cords, some of them alight aa 
threads, others as strong as cables, 
but all important to the fabric, and 
none without a coherence on the 
strength of the whole. The old aaylng 
that speech is silver and silence Is 
golden, applies with great force to our 
social Intercourse. We do not often 
regret our silence. But frequently we 
regret our speech. 


A delicate sense of honor should be 


cultivated by those who in any- way 
become aware of secrets relating to 
the contentment, tranquillity, and do- 
mestic stability of 
their 
friends. 


Secrets are not always told; they are 
sometimes seen. To witness what was 
not meant for one and then to reveal 
It, is to display a despicable and un- 
worthy lack of reticence. Moat people 
enjoy carrying tidings and like to be 
the authors of a sensation. To repress 
this wish whenever one's better feel- 
ing and good breeding show it to be 
esaential. Is the only course for a per- 
son of honorable instincts and kindly 
nature.

York. 


If this rule were, made applicable to 


private persons as well there would be 
leas confusion and "Central's" nerves 
would be in better condition. "Central" 
is blamed for every mistake made, but 
after all even "Central" is human, tem- 
perately remarks the World Magazine. 


A great many women either pitch 


their voice too high or too low, shout into 
the mouthpiece or stand at a long dis- 
tance from it, as if it were a high ex- 
plosive capable of going off in a moment. 
As almost all telephone girls have pleas- 
ant voices, except when calling out 
"Busy!" speaking through the 'phone 
is merely a matter of practice. To be 
heard distinctly at the other end of the 
wire one must speak in tones that will 
not cause a reverberation or buzzing 
sound at one's own end. 
Distinct 


enunciation saves time and worry. 


A private telephone often becomes a 


great expense to the owner if guests use 
It ad libitum, forgetting to pay for their 
calls. 
It is curious that the man or 


woman who would hesitate to borrow 
a two-cent stamp of you will use a dol- 
lar's worth of calls on your 'phone with- 
out blinking.

Don't, when some one is speaking at 


the "phone within your hearing, stop 
your conversation. Go on talking of 
get out of hearing distance. 


Don't talk for effect. Your conversa- 


tion may be amusing to the friends be- 
side you, but will prove puzzling to the 
person at the other end of the wire. 


Learn to speak in well-modulated mu- 


sical tones. 


An invitation delivered over the 


'phone Is most informal and is only pos- 
sible between good friends. 


Don't act languid or lackadaisical 


when " 'phoning." 
Speak up in a 


healthy tone of voice. 


Keep the mouthpiece and the tele- 


phone receiver clean and sterilized by 
swabbing both off with a cloth dipped in 
alcohol 


Don't be In a hurry. 
Don't lose your temper. 
When answering the 'phone, give your 


name, or the name of the house or person 
whom you represent Instead of saying 
Hello!"

The Nails. 


It does require more time than most 


working girls can afford to spend to 
manicure the nails. But they may be 
kept in very good condition with a lit- 
tle care. File frequently, always In 
oval shape. The nail brush should be 
used when the hands are washed, and 
should be full and soft 
It should bo 


rubbed on a cake of soap and then used 
vigorously. The cuticle may be kept 
down from the nail by rubbing back with 
a towel. Dissolve an ounce of borax 
in three ounces of distilled water. T,o 
the water in which the hands are to be 
washed pour enough of the borax water 
to make it very soft. It ia very cleansing 
and healthy. By ite use the hands will 
be kept In excellent condition—soft and 
white. 


Por Wavy Hair. 


By brushing your hair carefully at 


night and arranging it in two braids you 
will have a wavy crown next day and 
your hair will look twice as heavy as 
if left to ite natural inclination. If 
you would have the wave particularly 
noticeable braid the hair loosely and 
draw two strands up close to the head 
by holding one strand out taut and 
straight. The third strand can be rolled 
into a little bunch and pinned up close 
to the head with the other two strands. 
Then next morning undo your braids 
and you will brush out a fluffy mass of 
wavy tresses. Take tbe curling Iron and 
wave the hair about the face, catching 
in all the stray ends that are known to 
the cult as "widow locks." 


Excessive Perspiration. 


The disagreeable odor caused by ex- 


cessive perspiration may be prevented 
by using ammonia and powdered alum. 
Of course, cleanliness is' the first requi- 
site. Bathe frequently, and apply the 
ammonia, then the alum. 
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
